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and Contention. This is to Love with 
all thine Heart. There is another 

: Find of Hatred, when one Man has 
in his Mind an Averſion to another, not 
from Envy or any private Grudge, but 
upon account of the Croſs Manners 

and ill Diſpoſition of that Man to 

whom he has an Averſton; for the 
| likeneſs in Manners, does of itſelf be- 
get a mutual Affection between Men; 
: 1o on the contrary, the Diſagreement 
in Manners and natural Inclinations 
| begetrs Hatred; which is not ſo bitter 
as that Hatred which we have already 
| ſpoken of, but yet it is no eaſie Matter 
to root it out, therefore we are admo- 
niſh'd that we keep our ſelves far from 
it. For that (with all thy Mind) im- 
' plies this Sence, If any ones Manners 


do not agree with thy Genius, however 


thou oughteſt to bear with him, and 
to love him; for God ſurely is wor- 

thy, for whoſe fake thou ſhouldſt do 
this. The third kind of Hatred is, that 
which proceeds from the immoderate 
Deſire of Riches; and to this are thole 
| Words to be referr'd, and. with all thy = 
Strength. Under this kind of Hatred 
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is comprehended that which Workmen b 
( eſpecially if they are of the ſame 
Trade) are apt to conceive one againſt 
another. For Artificers for the moſt part, 
hate thoſe that addict themſelves to 
the ſame Art, which we are forbid- 
den to do. And indeed, if any Arti- 
ficer think with himſelf, that all Gifts 
or Endowments, Riches and Honours, 
come from the ONE True God, nor 
can that be the Portion of one which ; 
he hath decreed to beſtow on another, 
he will be fo far from hating thoſe 
of his own Profeſſion, that he will 
rather love them the more, as thoſe 
that are like him in there courſe of 
Lite. If it ſo happen that any diffe- 
rence or Contention do ariſe between 
two Men, they may go to Law and

Pride is a Kingdom without a Dia- 
dem; thou may*ft ſee a Man carrying 
himſelf in a lofty manner, as if it were 
beneath him to hear, or ſee, or take 
any Notice of what is ſaid, or done 
in his Preſence. But why ſhould Men 
arrogate ſo much to himſelf, who ſhall 


one Day be turn'd into Worms and 


Corruption; who fadeth like a Flow- 
er, and like Smoak vaniſheth away? 
Therefore the Man that is poſleſs'd 
with this Vice is call'd Uncircumciſed, 
Hence is that of the Law, Deut. 10. 
16, Circumciſe the foreskin of your Heart, 
At firſt Pride ſtirs up Hatred; all Men 
reject and abhor it, for there may be 


ſome ſuitableneſs, or agreement with 


other Things, but with Pride it is im-

Diſlike, or Hatred, it comes to pals, 
that Men relinquiſh Society, and keep 


themſelves at a diſtance from one ano-— 


ther; and from hence proceeds Ruin, | 


and Deſolation. By this it is mant- |} 
telt, that a proud Man is the deſtru- 


Qiom | 
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ion of a Body Politick, and the diſ- 
order of the World. If a Proud Man 


be fo Odious to us here below, ſure 


be is much more Odious to the bleſſed 
_ Spirits above; for whoſoever is ab- 


horred of all other Men, God allo is 
diſpleas'd with him. 

Heis ſaid to be a Glutton, in whom 

there js an inſatiable Deſire of Feaſt- 
ing, that the latter Feaſts may be more 


Sumptuous than the former; for it is 


vehement Deſire, or Longing in the 


Bowels of wicked Men, who have fre- 
gquently ſuch Speeches as this in their 
Mouths, Let us eat and drink, for to 
Morrow we ſhall die; for they live to 
eat, not eat to live. In the mean 
time, the Belly of ſuch wicked Per- 
ſons is extream needy ; for, not one of 
them, when he goes ont of this World, 

has obrain'd the half part of the Things 

he had defird and long'd for. Such a 
Man is call'd unclean ; tor in as much 

as we read, Pſal. 51. 12. Create in me a 
| clean Heart, 0 Got, tis manifeſt that 
| there is ſomething unclean. But this 


Vice 1 is, as it were, a Stream of Fil- 


thineſs, from whence Pollutions conti- 
add nally 
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nually flow. This overwhelms a Man 


with all manner of Impurities. 


Now, by Luft, we are to underſtand 
an unbridled Deſire of Corporeal Plea- 


ſures ; this is an extream and exceeding 


great Wickedneſs.

A Man given up to 
his Luft is hated of God ; for God is 
Holy, and all Wa3ntonneſs and Impu-

Man i is alſo hated of Men, for all have |} 
an Averſion o uch a Man, who has 
no regard of his a or others Ho- 
nour and Reputation. Theſe Words | 
may therefore be thus interpreted; If
